The Two Judicial Circuits. 
To the Editor of the Post-Digpsich. 
R. THOMAS H. REED, in advance 


of the meeting of the City-County 
Subcommittee of Justice, is quoted as 
saying that “existing sentiment indicates 
there probably. ‘will be two judicial cir- 
cuits for the enlarged area,” and adds 
that “there séems to be no decided ad- 
vantage in consolidating the circuits.” 

It would be interesting to know from 
what source Dr. Reed derives his im- 
pression of this matter. Certainly not 
from the 1400 lawyers of the City of 
St. Louis, for they are practically a unit 
against the plan of two judicial circuits. 
Widely separated courts and the conflict 
of trial dates mean the frequent inability 
of lawyers to attend court when their 
cases are called for trial. When a con- 
flict occurs one or the other case has to 
be continued to the next term of court, 
the trial dockets become clogged and the 
affairs of litigants are hindered and de- 
layed. Both the lawyers and the litigat- 
ing public are subjected to needless loss 
of time and money. 

Nor should the plea of territorial re- 
moteness be permitted te crowd out the 
great good of concentration of the Circuit 
Courts at St, Louis. Prior to the 
aration of city and county in 1876, when 
the Circuit Court at St. Louis served the 
entire community, it required a whole 
day for litigants of the remoter sections 
to reach court. Now, with the courts 
opening at convenient hours of the 
morning, these litigants need leave their 
homes at no unusual hour. In point of 
time, for time after all is the only test 
te be applied, all litigants of the county 
are convenient to the courts at St. Louis.

Speaking of the ways of Bice st 
Sardines, they are perhabs most 
commonly used just as they come 
from the can, or heated and served 
on toast. There are, however, a 
great number of other methods, 
as these recipes that have beet re- 
cently worked out for plain ‘sar- 
dines, those in mustard and  to- 
mato sauce will show.” They make 
splendid luncheon dishes and are 
equally good for Sunday night sup- 
pers, for those informa] after-the- 
ater meals, or for appetizers yee 
ceding a dinner.

GOMPANY came a popular article of diet.

1800 thet potatoes came ihto prom- 
inence and since then their use 


has gteadily increased until now 


they hold their most important 
place in our diets. At the present 
time Germany grows more potatoes 
than any other country in the 
world, while the United Statcs 
holds second place. 

T smeang that potatoes are 
readily-available and are usually 
inexpensive. There are a great 
mahy varieties and some are bet- 
tér for baking, others for boiling. 
Flavor differs somewhat accord- 
ing te the variety. In buying po- 
tatoes Ghoose those that are firm, 
éven t& shape and medium in size. 
are readily digested and 
are Rj in food value que to the 
large ount of starch they con- 
tain. Starch. however, is not the | 
only food substance present. Po- | 
tatees contain . valuable mineral 
saltaNeepeciaily lime for buliding 
strong, teeth and bones and 
the sédium and potassium that are 
necessary in the bullding of body 
cells, and @ome tron that goes to 
make good.jed blood. 

Potatoes are one of the best of 
our alkaline foods. Every diet 
sheyld be properly balanced in re- 
gard to the acid forming and base, 
or alkali, forming foods. Meat, 
for instance, is an acid forming 


with it the base forming qualities of 
the potatoe balance the acid in the 
meat. Many of our most familiar 
food combinations have real diet- 
etic foundations. 

Vitamins are also present in po- 
tatoes« though in small amounts. 

In spite of all of the food valne 
that the potato contains, in itself it 
cannot be used as a sole article of 
diet. Milk, cheese, meat. vege- 
tables, etc.. are ajl necessary with 
it te make the type of diet that has 
been found to be best suited to hu- 
man growth and development. 
Other starch foods may be used oc- 
casionally instead of potatoes, but 
they cannot entirely take its place 
because they do not all supply all 
of the same elements as the po- 
tato. 

In spite of its wide use and 
popularity, the potato is very often 
poorly cooked. In order to retain 
most of the nutritive qualities, po- 
tatees should be baked. or if beil- 
ed, cooked in their skins. Steam- | 
ing retains more of the nutritive 
value than boiling. When pota- | 
toes must be peeled, peel them as 
thinly as possible. Boiled potatoes 
should always be put on to cook in 

water. The practice of let- 
ting them getand in cold water be- 
fore cooking is not to bé recom- 
mended as this soaking dissolves 
out some Of the mineral salts and 
also some of the starch and lessens 
the vaiue of the potato. 

Potatoes are important in the diet 
ef young children, smal) portions 
of baked potato being added to the 
food supply of babies when they 
are aoout nine months ol4. Baked 
potatoes should be used prefer- 
ably; for older children boiled or 
steamed may be used, but it ig not 
advisable at any time to serve chil- | 
dren fried potato.
